See then 1n a good King, the force of the wicked 
before the King, thar is, about the Throne ; they 
are of force to draw a holy King, a man after Gods 
owne heart, contrary to his proteſtarions and inten- 
rions 3 they areof-force ro draw him aſide, andto 
keepe him from doing of juſtice. Look on 2 74a 
in Davtds time and reigne; the 101. Pſal. is Da- 
vids proteſtation, where he promilſerh and proteſts 
in the preſence of God (and doubtleſſe the man. 
did meane as he ſpeakes) To doe juſtice and judge- 
ment, to walke t# his houſe with a perfeftt heart, and 
uo evill thing ſhould abide in bis pght and preſence , 
him that ſlandered his Neighbour he wonld deſtroy, 
and he would cut off the wicked fromthe Land. Bur 
Zita tels.a raleof Mephiboſbeth, a ſlanderous lie, 
thar he did nor come to-meer D4v:2, becaufe he ho- 
ped che Throne ſhould/be eſtabliſhed upon the 
houſe of his Father. Herenpon D avzd gives a raſh 
ſentence, that . Mephziboſheths lands: muſt be forfei- 
red, and 'Z:44 fhall have them; andafrerward when 
Mephzboſbeth: rels ye'truth;: chat he was a loyall 
Subje&, and ſo ſympathized with the King,- thar he 
did not cut his hatre, nor waſh his hands, nor ſhave 
himſelfe 
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himſelfe during the Kings rroubles ; yer Z:4a be- 
ing neerc about the King, ſo prevailed rhat he could 
not doe judgement at the laſt, compare 2 Sam.1 6s. 
34 4. with 2 S. 19. 29. wherehe ſaith, 7 have 
jatd, thou and Z 1ba druide the lands + Ts this accor- 
_ ding to his proreſtation > Would not a man have 
believed, when he ſaid 7 wil walke iz my houſe with 
an upright heart, that he did meane according to his 
expreſſion > Yes without doubt he did ; bur it is 
not as David meanes, but as the Courr ſtands affe- 
&ed, and the Courtiers about him : for though 
the Princes meaning be pious, if there be ſuch a- 
bour him, their ſeduftion; and fraud, and flatrerie, 
may carry him againſt his owne intentions, by the 
efficacy and power of fawning Conrtiers ro ſeduce 
a lincere Soveraigne ro wrong his beſt and loyalleſt 
Subje&ts. David had nor a more loyall Subje, 
then that honeſt hearred mortified ſpirired 2ephi- 
boſheth, yer norwithſtanding thar he was ſo deſer- 
ving a man, notwirhſtanding David was fo ſincere a 
King, and made ſo full a -proteſtation, he drawes 
him afide and miſcarries him. Many other exam- 
ples I could produce. This is the firſt miſchiefe and 
danger of the wicked before the King, the danger of 
Aarrery and feducing. | 

The ſecond danger is of miſ-information, ( for 
theſeare of ſerious corſequence, - and if they be fe-- 
riouſly conſidered, they. will pur a ſharper cdge 
upon the fword of juftice in your hands, ( for it 1s 
the ſword of juſticerhar you -— rhen any 0-

» rherargument whatſoever.) Secondly the danget 
of the wicked abour rheKing, is in miſ{-informarion, 
aud evill Counſell, and over-counſelling, and -over- 
bearing a Prince in counſell ; they may draw aſide 

a Prince : The example of Rehoboam is famous, he 
was the ſonne of rhis Solomon, 1 King. 12, There 
were two-ſorcs of Counſellers about rhe King. Firſt 
rhe old men rhac ſare before his Farher, the grave 
Counſell, the old Parliament of 1/rael, as we read 
ver. 6, 7. and whar doe they adviſe him to > Gen- 
tlenefſe and moderation, ro ſpeake kindly to the 
_ people, and to be their ſervant that day, and they 
were his for ever. The other were the yong. Coun- 
ſellers, the Cavaleeres counſel!, hot ſpirits, high 
ſpirits rhat were younger, and they contrary give 
advice ; they will have him that he ſhall be a King 
by the ſword, by power, and might, -and ſcourges, 
and whips, and ſcorpions to ferch them in; and 
they ſhall rry whether he ſhall be a King or one ; 
and the ſad iſſue we read of in ver. 16. Ir was per- 
nicious thought were pleaſing Counſell ; thus in 
Rehoboams caſe. 
Another inſtance I could giveyou.in Ahaſueres, 
- that mighty Prince, rhat had. ſo many ſcore of 
provinces z yet Hamar was roo hard for him in 
Counſell. In Heft.. 3, there we read of Hamazrs 
Pur ; hecaſt lottes, he went co the: Devill, and to 
witches, that he might fand away tocompaſle it ro 
 bewitchthe King. His infinuation to the King, was, 
that it was nor for the Kings profic toſuffer them, 
| and: 


Lo (9 
and they were a people that were ſcattered, and had 
orher lawes, contrary ro orher Narions ( the ſame 
lawes that wereuſed in che Norcherne troubles, and 
are now uſed in all Ezglard) and fo heprevailed, 
and incloſed King 4haſweros with theſe arguments, 
being too hard for him in Counſel), that he made 
him to ſigne away the life of his owne wife, that he 
did not know or nnderſtand till afterward. 

Bur beſides thoſe two rhat I have named, which 
both prove the danger of the wicked abour rhe King 
in reſpe& of countell; take in the third place, the 
inſtance -of King Dar7w, rhat comes par to our 
times. The-Courriers were roo hard for Dar, 
they caprivated him in their counſels,they over-ma- 
ſtered him,they inwrapped him thar he could nor ſee 
the truth, he could hot ſee the bottome, Dar. s. 4, 
53.6. wearea notable paralell for it ; che Malig- 
-nanrs, they had a defigne upon D axzel, becauſe he 
was of a more excellent ſpirit then they ; aud be- 
cauſe rhe King ſer him above the reft of the Preſi- 
denrs. Then 1n the 5. ver. ſay they, we ſhall not find 
occaſion againſt him, except it be concerning the. Law 
of his God , and they aſſembled and made a decree, that 
whoſoever ſhould aske any petition off Goll or mane for 
2 0. dayes but onely of the King, he ſhould be caft into 
the denne of Lyons, In verſe 9g. Darin. ſignes the 
writing, he gives it under his hand and ſeale, he con- 
fents to ic and likes it well, becauſe ir was according 
to his preſent information ; he ſaw nor chedepth of 
the deſigne ; bur after he ſaw it, when the defigne 
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was unmasked and nnvizarded, and he eſpyed rhe 
bottome of the proje&t, the King was farre enough 
from conſenting in rhat ſenſe, and to rhat end rhat 
they ittetided ; for in ver. 14. when the King heard 
theſe words, that is, that they meant to accuſe D arz- 
el. he was ſore dileaſed. | 

If a man had asked theſe men the queſtion, or had 
takenup Armes againſt them, or had ſupplicated 
againſt it, they would have ſaid, Ir is rhe King, oh 
we come in the name of the King, 'we have ir under 
his hand and ſeale : They had it by a wyle, an in- 
vention that turned it another way then the King 
intended ; bur after when he ſaw it, he was willin 
to recall his hand and feale ; but they preſſed him, 
thou haſt ſigned a decree, &c. Therefore you ſhall 
find thar afterward, He ſet h:is heart to deliwer D ani- 
el, and to revoke his owne decree upon betcer infor- 
mation, and to recall rhat that he had nor onely 
ſpoken, but had given ir under his hand and ſeale, 
but the men were too hard for him in counſel]. 

. I ſpeake this mainly, becauſe there are thoſe, thar 
if they can (rhough npon mis-information ) ger 
but rhe word, or the hand, or perſon of the King to 
confirme, and ſigne what they doe, ir muſt be ac- 
counted rebellion, and treaſon, and wh ar not for 
men ro labour betrer to informe the Prince, and to 
undeceive him: when we ſee it is common in Scrip= 
ture, thar Princes have given more thaukes to them 
that have undeceived them , and delivered them 
from their owne hands and feales ; that they have

beene ptevalled upon to give upon miſ-informati- 
. On, then ever they did to them thar obcained them 
at their hands. Therefore in verſe 9. King Darius 
ſealed the writing , but in verſe 14. He was difplea- 
ſed with himſelfe and ſet his heart upon Datel to de- 
liver him, That is the ſecond. Firſt the danger 
x ny by flatrery ; ſecondly, of evill Coun » 
ell. 

 Thethird is the danger and miſchiefe of force 
and violence; The taking away of the wicked from 
before the King, is a meanes toeſtatliſh his Throne in 
Reghteouſneſſe,, becauſe of the violence, and the 
force that a King is in danger of ; when the wicked 
are about the Throne, his perfon is in danger to 
be maſtered by their forge, and power,and ſtrength. 
2 Sam. 2.38. Seelt in Dav:4d,  Malignants may be 
to00 hard for a King by force, and violence, as well 
as by flatrery and Counſell. The King ſaid ro his" 
ſervants, Know ye not that a Prince, and a great man © 
is fallen 1n tſvael2 1 this day am weake though an- 
notnted King, and theſe men the ſonnes of  Zerviah 
are too hard for me. This was the caſe, Foad had kil- 
Iyd 4bzer trecheroully, David was King, Joab was 
the Generall of his Army and his kinſ-man, David 
was Uukle ro 7oab and his. brother,they were his ne- 
| phewes ; foab had ſlaine 44zer baſcly, it was a 
murther, and a trecherous murther, and D4v:d was 
King aud ſhould have done juſtice, and he had pro- 
reſted it, yer theſe were too hard for him, not in 


point of ſeducing by flattery, or of evill Counſell,

but'by force and violence. David could not make 
bis party good againſt Joab, becauſe he was Gover- 
nour of the Army,and he was afraid thar Joab mighr 
make more force rhen he, and ſo he maſtered the 
King, aud kepr him from doing of juſtice, though 

 hewerea juſt King, and had vowed to doe juſtice, 

*and blood called upon him - Yer theſe ſonnes of 
Zerviah ( for rhere were chree of them, bur one 
was flaine) rhefe grand Cavaleeres, when they had 
gotren the ſword. it, their hand, though their pre- 
rence were to help Dav:d, yet afterward they o- 
ver-maſtered him, and would kill and flay , and 
De2v:dconld not check them for ir. 

The like may be ſaid of rhe great ones about King 
Zedekiah, that example though it be large 1s per- 
tinenr, Jer. 4 7. he was a friend to Feremzah, bur rhe 
Princes bore him downe and would have the blood 
of Teremiah , he had great ones abour him ſo long 
as they would have what they liſted, contrary to 
the King, and maſtered him. ver.2 1. Ther Zedekiat 
cammanaed to put Teremiah inte the coart of the pri- 
ſon. Here rhe King favours the Prophet according 
to his requeſt, he frees him out of the greateft 
ſtraire he was in : Yer afrer, the power of the No- 
bles turned rhe ftreame, as we find, 7er. 38. 4. read 
ver. 1. what the Princes were, Shephar:ah the ſoune 
of Mattan,and Gedaliah the ſon of Paſhur, and Tucal 
the ſon of, &c. foure of the Kings great favourites a- 
bout him,rhey ſaid,e Zeſeech thee let thisman be put 
to death : for thus he weakneth the hands of the men of

warre that remazue Ms 3) and the handsof al 
_ the people, in ſpeaking ſych words unto them , for this 
man ſeeketh not the welfare of this people, but the hurt, 
Then Zedekrab the King ſaid, behold he 7s 17 your 
hands, &c. Yet before he had done him good, and 
favoured bim, and intended to: favour him ; bur 
_ they forced the King by violence, they did over- 
maſter him, and over-beare him, and made him goe 
contrary ro his mind and intention : And afterward 
when. Ebedmelech the Ethiopian, a ood Courtier 5 
hadinformed:the King that'/ eremiah was I1Nocenr, 
425 we read ver..$. ge. Ebedmelerh went forth 111” of the 
Kings houſe, and Fake to the King ſaying, My Lord 
the King, theſe men have done evill in all that they 
have done'to Teremiah the Frophet whom they have caſt 
znto the dungeon, and he is like to-die for hanges 11 
that place where he is, Then rhe King was of another 
mind, and-in ver. 10.-he commanded him to take 
thirty menro take 7eremzah our of rhe dungeon be- 
fore he died. And Ebedmelech tooke the men with 
him, and went into the houſe of the King under the 
. Treaſury, eyc. Then inver. r4. Zedekiah the King 
ſent and tooke Jeremiah 7nto the thirdentry. of the 
houſe of the Lord, into.a ſecret place; for the Princes 
about him were roo hard for him, atd-he darſt not 
be knowne ro his Courriers that he had any correſ- 
pondency with Zeremzah. See how lamentably a 
King may be captivared by the wicked that arc 
abour the Throne. Ter. 3$. 14. Zedektah ſent and 
rooke: Zeremrah into the third. entry of the houſe - 
the 
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the Lord, and ſaid, I will aske thee a thing, hide 


nothing from me. Then J7eremrah {aid unto Zede- 
kiah, if I declare it unto thee wilt thou not ſurely pat 
me to death 2 And if 1 grve thee counſell wilt thou xot 


bhearkenunto me? Sothe King ſware ſecretly to ere- 


miahſay:zg,as theLord liveth that made u« theſe ſouls, 
1 will zot put thee to death, neither will F give thee 
znto the hands of theſe men that ſeeke thy life, Then 


ſaid Jeremiah, thus ſaith the Lord, he gives him 


counſell. In ver. 24. ſaith Zedekiah, let zo man 
kpow theſe words and thou ſhalt rot die : and if the 
Princes heave that 1 have talked with thee, and they 
come unto thee, and ſay unto thee, Declare unto 
now what thou haſt ſaid anto the King, hide it not from 
26, and we will not put thee todeath , alſo nhat the 
King ſaid unto thee, Then thou ſhalt ſay unto them, 
I preſented my ſupplicationz before the King, that he 
would not cauſe me to returne to Ionathans houſe to 
die there, The King bids him pop them off with 
another-anſwer, aud durſt not be known thar he had 
ralked wich the man of God : he was over-maſtered 
by his Courtiers that hedged him round, they over- 
maſtered him by their power.
